Tite and again has nearly: ovory journal 


in China uttered its warnings to the 
public of Hongkong, and the open ports 
against undue exposure: to the rays of 
the summer-sun, Although these warn- 
ings have not been altogether unheeded, 
but too many laugh at the predictions of 
the “croakers,” as. they call them, and 
pay the penalty of -thoir lives for. their 
refusal to listen to the dictates of common 
sense. ° We are now fairly arrived at the 
hot season ‘of the current year, and the 
next three months will most probably be 
peculiarly trying, an, unusually. sultry 
summer having been predicted by- the 
natives, A young resident in the Colony 
wll known from his position as Secre- 
tury of the Club, and a hearty supporter 
of most of: thie more poptlar amusements, 
boating, rifle shooting and the like, has 


fallen the first victim to the semi-myste- 
rious disease of sunstroke, and it is to be 
hoped that his’ unfortunate death will 
lead others to take oxtra measures of pire- 
caution .againat a -similar fate, Old 
‘stagers in China seldom expose them: 
selves foolishly. "The chief sinners are 
the younger members:of the various com- 
munities, and especially naval and: mili-. 
taty officers, These latter scem to assert. 
a practical exemption. from the danger 
to which their civilian friends are exposed, 
and officers of both services, but particu- 
larly the Navy—their example, unfor- 
‘tunately ,emulated - by the men -under 
their command—may constantly be seen 
perambulating the streets when the af- 
ternoon sin: is at its hottest. . It may be 
very true that cases‘of sudden sunstroke 
are of comparatively rare oceurvence ; 
but it has yet to be- ascertained ‘whether 
a large proportion. of-the sickness which 
annually invalids. so many of our tien 
fiom tropical or semi-tropical stations is 
not.traceable to the effects of mdne expo- 
sure to-the rays of the sun.

| The prizes are not quite as attractive as in 
a lottery, where there is usually: one very 
heavy one, which éverybody thinks he will 
gain, but still they are large onongh to seem 
vory.tempting to men who do not, like la- 
hour, .The experience of recent. Derbys 
shows that any horse may win, and mony 
placed on a good outsider may return a hun- 
dredfold, ‘Lhe bookmakers, properly. so 
called, sometimes offer hotter odds than that, 
but we believe the more reaponsible Agents 
now fight shy of odds exceeding 100 to 1, 
“The bestof them say so honestly, and we sus- 
pect any applicant for higher odds, if trading 
with-a dealer who meant to pay, would be 
told that be was “full,” - If the applicant 
does not quite like so much risk of getting 
nothing, he “invests” on the chance of bis 
horse coming “out among the -firet.three, 
and gets his lottery ticket with a less prize, 
usually much less, marked on it, Suppose, 
for example, the investor in Edinburgh fan- 
cies that King Alfred may bo a winner, or 
-if not that, is pretty sure of a place. He 
sees a few days before tho Derby that King 
Alfred. stands at 100 to J.to win, and 25 to 
1 for a place, and puts 12. on’-King ‘Alfred 
to win, and 11. on King Alfred. for a place, 
—or, as. the regular form rung, “ 1., King 
Alfred, to. win, 14, King Alfred; 1, 2, 3.” 
If King Alfred wins he gets 1002, plua 262.,
